THE only authentic picture in eJ- 
{stence of the old Fort Harrison, 
which once stood gn the banks 

of the Wabash river where the Fort 
Harrison Country club is now located, 
was fast disintegrating when Mri. 

Edwin Bruce took it in handg. 
This picture, which has long held 
the place of honor in the council edd 
d 


at the city hall, was badly damag 
during the fire. Long accumulations 
of Terre Haute soot and dust had also 
done their part in its destruction. The 
picture was so dull and gray that it 
was hard to distinguish the fort. There 
were several holes in the canvas. 
Then Mrs. Bruce was called in. She 
could do nothing until the canvas was 
mended. There was no one else to 
mend it, so she started to work. 


The canvas, which was so rotten 
that it could not be stretched, was 
‘taken from the frame and carefully 
cleaned and patched. Then the re- 
touching began. After this. was com- 
pleted Mrs. Bruce went over it with 
a retouching varnish which will pro- 
tont the canvas from future dust and 
dirt. 

According to Mayor Ora Davis this 
is the only authentic picture of the 
old fort in. existence. The original 
log fort, with the few log huts that 
then comprised that part. of: Terre 
Haute are shown, as well as a bit of 
the Wabash river. A birch bark ca- 
noe, paddled by an Indian, glides 
along the river. 

This picture was first painted in 
‘1895 by Walter Sies, a tramp painter, 
who drifted into Terre Haute. It was 
made from a print of the fort as it 
looked in 1812. While Mr. Sies was 
in Terre Haute he also painted a pic- 
tureʻof Axtel, the famous race. horse. 
This pictnre is ati hanging in the 
lobby of the Terre Haute House.
